Cleveland, Sept. 28 (AP)- Sum ner 
Welles, 
undersecretary 
of 
State, 
declared in a new statem ent of 
foreign 
policy

was “no problem in the F ar Kale 
th at

solved through negotiation,” provid­ 
ed "all concerned” desired to find 
an equitable solution. 
He added, 
however, that the United States was 
preparing "for any eventualities," 
In the most detailed analysis of 
foreign policy in manv m onths by 
an authorized government spokes­ 
m an, Welles set forth the “require- 
quirem ents of the United States" 
in the Orient. The declaration was 
considered especially significant since 
it followed Friday’s announcem ent 
th a t Japan had joined G erm any and 
Italy in a formal m ilitary alliance 
Welles also re-asserted American 
intentions “to render all m aterial 
support and assistance” in the form 
of supplies and m unitions to G reat 
B ritain and the British dominions 
“in what we hope will be their suc­ 
cessful defense against arm ed ag­ 
gression.” 
The speech was prepared for de­ 
livery 
before 
the

council here. 
The undersecretary reviewed for­ 
eign policy throughout the Roose­ 
velt adm inistration and warned th at 
the United States faced a danger 
as grave as any in its history. 
Ear East Interests

"the integrity of the French colony" 
contrary to promises of the Ja p a ­ 
nese government to respect the status 
quo in that area. 
“In essence,” Welles declared “the 
prim ary requirements of the United 
States in the Far East may be thus 
simply set forth: 
"Complete respect by all powers 
for the legitimate rights of the 
United States and of its nationals as 
stipulated by existing treaties or as 
provided by the generally accepted 
tenets of International law. 
“Equality of opportunity for th** 
trade of all nations. 
"And finally, respect for those In­ 
ternational agreements or treaties 
concerning the Far East to which 
the United States is a party, a l­ 
though with the expressed under­ 
standing that the United States is 
always willing to consider the peace­ 
ful negotiation of such modifications 
or changes in these agreem ents or 
treaties as may in the judgem ent of 
the signatories be considered neces­ 
sary' in the light of changed con­ 
ditions.”
